YerkesObservatorySights 
Comet Last Evening. 


Appeared as of Brightness of 
Star of the First Magnitude. 
The Comet Will Be Visible

Yerkes Observatory, Williams Bay, 
Wisconsin, May 20.—Halley's comet 
wae under observation here in the west 
from 7:40 to 8:35 o'clock tonight. As- 
tronomers first observed it through a 
4-inch telescope at 7:40. At 8:10 
o'clock the phenomenon was visible to 
the naked eye, and remained so until 
it became lost behind a cloud bank at 
8:30. It set at 9 o'ciock. 

“The comet appeared as 
brightness of a star of the 
magnitudes,” said Professor 
Frost. “No tail was observed.’ 

The comet should be visiible to the 
naked eye tomorroy night from 8 till 
9 o'clock, in spite of a bright moon. 
Whether it wil] appear without the 
tail rernains to be seen.’ 

Beam of Light Explained. 

Geneva, N. Y., May 20.—Dr. William 
R. Brooks, director of Smith observa- 
tory, believes that the beam of light 
seen in the eastern sky yesterday 
morning was a branch of the tail of 
Halley's comet, that the earth had 
readily passed through the preceding 
portion of the tail and that we were 
then actually immersed in the hollow 
part of the tail. 

The head of the comet, Dr. Brooks 
| says, is moving forward undisturbed in 
its orbit, very accurately to its com- 
puted position. 

San Jose, Cal., May. 20.—Director W. 
W. Campbell, of Lick Observatory, said 
today to The Associated Press: 

“Halley's comet was observed at 
Lick Observatory this morning in the 
eastern sky. It is impossible to de- 
termine at this time whether we passed 
through the southern side of the tafl 
during the daylight hours of yesterday, 
or the early hours of the evening, when 
the sky was. bright with moonlight,

Nation Has Gone Mad 
Matter of Sea Armament, 
Says Georgia Senator, 


NAVY APPROPRIATION 
AVERAGES $2 PER CAPITA 


Startling Extravagance Brought 
Out in Navy Debate--Country 
Now Expendinng $140,000,- 
000 a Year Against $28,000,- 
000 Twelve Years Ago---The 
New Dreadnaughts Cost $16,- 
000,000. 


Washington, May 20.—That as a na- 
tion the United States has gone wild 
in the matter of armament and espe- 
cially in the construction of battle- 
ships was asserted by Senators Hale, 
Clay and Gallinger in the senate to- 
day. These statements were made in 
connection with the consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill, which oc- 
cupied the attention of the senate 
throughout the day. * 

The bill carries $133,000,000, and Sen- 
ator Hale predicted that within five 
years the annual naval appropriation 
would not be less than $175,000,000. 
Consideration of the bill was not con- 
cluded. 

Expenditures Exceed Revenues. 

In the course of the same discussion 
the opinion was expressed freely that 
the promised reduction of expenditures 
would not take place during the pres- 
ent session of congress, and Senators 
Hale and Gallinger, both members of 
the committee on . appropriations, 
united in ‘the statement that for the 
next fiscal year the expenditures 
would exceed the revenues. Another 
feature of the debate was the citation 
of ex-President Roosevelt as an ad- 
vocate of reduced armament. 

It was all brought about ' by an 
amendment introduced by Senator 


‘Burton, providing for one battleship 


of the Dreadnought type instead of the 
two authorized by the bill as passed 
by the house. 

The amendment offered a basis for 
speeches by Senators Clay, Hale, Gal- 
linger, Burton, Newlands and others. 

Coustry Mad, Says Clay. 

Mr. Clay wasthe first to assert that 
the country had gone wild in the mat- 
ter of sea armament. 

“We have lost our heads,” he said, 
“and if we don't stop we will bank- 
rupt the nation.” 

Asserting that the appropriation for 
the navy proposed for the present year 
averages $2 per head for each man, 
woman and child in the country, he 
said: 

“In the past twelve years congress 
has passed laws authorizing twenty 
new battleships. We are now expend- 
ing almost $140,000,000 a year, against 
$28,000,000 twelve years ago. Appar- 
ently we haven't the courage to stop. 
We are gone wild—absolutely wild. In 
this day of high Christian civilization 
in their 
military expenditures the resources 
that ought to go to feeding the hun- 
gry. We ought to stop and think.”

BISHOPS VETO 
AUTION TAKEN 
BY CONFERENCE 


With Reference to Changing the 
Name of Southern Metho- 
dist Church, 


FAST TIME IN YEARS 
VETO RIGHT EXERCISED 


Reading by Bishop Candler of 


Vetoing by College of Bishops 


of the Measure Adopted by 
the Conference Calling for 
Change of Name Causes De- 
cided Stir. 


Asheville, N. C., May 21.—At the aft- 
ernoon session of the general confer- 
ence Bishop W. A. Candler, secretary 
of the college of bishops, read the 
minutes of a session which the bishops 
held immediately after adjournment of 


the morning session stating that the 
college respectfully vetoed the meas- 
ures adopted calling for the change 
of name of the church. 

In explaining why the Bishops ve- 
toed the measure Bishop Candler stat- 
ed that in their minds the change 
would involve titles and pave the way 
for litigation. This is the first time 
since 1894 that the bishops have exer- 
cised their right to veto. 

The announcement that the bishops 
had vetoed the measure created quite 
a atir. 

Rev. R. F. Campbelt, president of the 
North Carolina Lord’s Day Alliance 
of the United States. briefly addressed 
the conference. The report recom- 
mending that $19,000 be appropriated 
for special articles in the Nashville 
Christian Advocate during the next 
four years was adopted. 

The report of the committee on mig- 
sions co-ordinating the various depart- 
ments heretofore separate, was adopt- 
ed. A resolution was adopted re- 
questing the bishops te have annual 
conferences vote inthe year 1918: 
whether or not the name of the church 
Should be changed to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of America. An 
éve and nay vote was called for, the 
result of which was 150 for and 68 
against. 

New Bishops Preside. 

Some of the new bishops presided 
for the first time since their ordina- 
tion, at today’s sessions of the gener- 
al conference cf the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and each presid- 
ed with a grace and dignity pleasing 
to the delegates and visitors. 

The debates on the question of the 
change of name took up the greater 
part of both the morning and after- 
non sessions. Gray-haired veterans 
pleaded that the name be kept as it 
is. Others thought that it was time to 
do away with. sentiment and give the 
church a name which would be most 
acceptable to the congregations in the 
west. The measure adopted at this 
morning’s session to name the church 
the Methodist church was vetoed at 
this afternoon’s session by the college 
of bishops. 

At the afternoon session the confer- 
ence voted to change the name to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Amer-

The recommendation was based on 
the cOmplaint that the work of the 
ehurch was confused. The assembly’s 
standing committee on benevolence was 
recommended to be made a permanent 
committee with enlarged powers. Radi- 
cal changes in the method of raising 
funds for assembly causes were recom- 
mended. 

To Reduce Collections. 

It was urged that the stated benefi- 
cences of the church be separated ftom 
its current expenses and -local work 
for charity and that special -commit- 
tees be named by the churches to can- 
vases the congregations for subscription 
to benevolent causes. It was recom- 
mended also that the number of spe- 
clal collections be reduced to eight, two. 
each for foreign missions, home’ mis- 
sions and ministerial education and 
relief, one each for Sabbath school mis- 
sions and publication for Bible cause. 

Before the report of this committee 
was taken up, Dr. Bachman completed 
the organization of the assembly by 
announcing the standing committees.

Edward, the Peacemaker,

Most Splendid and Imposing 
Funeral Ceremony the World 
Has Known---Americans Oc- 
cupy Places of Honor in the 
Procession---Britains Pass the 
Day in Sorrow. 


London, May  20.—overeigns and 
representatives of the powers of all 
the wortd paid last tributes today to 
England's great monarch, Edward 
Vil, whose body now rests in St. 
Georges chapel, at Windsor Castie, 
where the bones of Edward IV, the 
sixth and eighth Henrys, Charies I, the 
third and fourth Georges and William 
lV are entombed. 

Bright sunshine followed a night of 
thunder storms that swept the city 
and soaked the funeral decorations of 
royel purple, the half-masted flags 
and the wreaths of evergreens and 
flowers that hung along the line of 
march, put had no deterrent effect on 
the gathering thousands, who from 
midnight until dawn sought points of 
vantage from which to watch the 
passing cf the cortege. 

Millions Fill Streets. 

London's millions filled the streets 
and open places as they have never 
been filied, either at a funeral or @& 
festival. All the pagantry that mark- 
ed the burial of Victoria was as 
naught when compared with the sig- 
nificance of today’s spectacie, which

war: detachments of troops ofalithe 
British arms and representatives of 
foreign armies and navies‘in vari- 
gated uniforms, making a solid pha- 
lanx Of glittering colors. 

Not a Whisper From the Throng. 

The lines of red-coated soldiers 
were drawn as on that other great 
occasion of England's mourning nine 
years ago, wit arms reversed and 
regimental flags dipped to the ground. 
The vast throngs @long the streets 
were massed so tightly that those 
once caught found it Impossible te 
move. The great viewing stands, 
covered with mourning embiems, were 
crowded, the roof tops biack. Anda 
through this multitude, from among 
whom not a whisper arose, the gun 
carriage that bore the king's body 
moved to the strains or funeral 
marches, the tolling of Dells and the 
booming of minute guns—very differ- 
ent from many @nother day when 
Edward, in the glory of his reign, 
went to meet his people and be se- 
claimed. 

At Westminster Hall, the widowed 
queen, going to spend a last few min-

ty for the statement that each of the 
proposed battleships would cost not 
less than $16,000,000, Mr. Clay aroused 
general interest. Mr. Gallinger ex-

Mr. Hale not only sustained Mr. Clay, 
but added to his figures. He spoke of 
the vessels as completely armored and 
equipped, and said the total cost of 
putting one of these vessels in the 
water probably would be nearer $18,- 
000,000 than $16,000,000. Proceeding, 
he declared that the fallibility of the 
naval board was such that there could 
be no guarantee for the future. 

“That board never has been able 
to make a recommendation of type in 
these ships that has been good for two 
years in succession,” he said. 

After estimating that there would 
be a deficit at the end of the year, Mr. 
Hale said: 

In a Fool's Paradise. 

“Atl this talk of the possession of 
@ surplus revenue places us in a fool's 
paradise.”

year is placed at $151,999.64, a de- 
crease for the year of $48,464.96. Sev- 
eral items of indebtedness which the 
books of the concern showed due the 
Presbyterian board of publication and 
Sunday school work at Philadelphia 
when the present holders assumed con- 
trol will be contested, it is declared, 
in the report. 

Reports Are Heard. 

The entire forenoon session was de- 
voted tothe hearing of reports. That 
of the board of ministerial relief show- 
ed twenty beneficiaries among the 
aged ministers, to whom $1,275.96 was 
paid during the year. To constitute a 
fund for this purpose, a campaign will 
be started seeking the investment of 
certain amounts by members of the 
church, the interest to be paid to the 
board. Where Christian Endeavor so- 
cleties are deemed advisable, young 
people’s societies of a form best suited 
to local conditions are urged by the 
board of Sunday school and young 
people’s work. The report of the 
board of missions showed disburee. 
ments of $2,000, within a few dollars 
of the amount made available.

It is safe to 
say I’ve talked as much as anyone, for 
the opportunity I have had.” The au- 
dience shrieked with delight. 

“I've heard chairmen introduce me,”

They did not know 
me. 
“TT believe in public speaking. I am 
glad to help within my power to make 
more public speakers.

As an additional step looking toward 
the imporvement of conditions at the 
city prison, the prison committee of 
council has decided upon the erection 
of a modern laundry building, and the

COMMISSION WILL PROTECT 
PASSENGERS ON RAILROADS 


“The railroad commission never 
‘marches down the hill’ onany proposi- 
tion, and when the commission called off 
the hearing on the report that the 
Southern railroad was operating an en- 
gine with spokes cracked in one of the 
driving wheels, that action was taken 
because the cause of the objection in 
that particular instance had been re- 


moved.” 

Such was the statement made yes- 
terday afternoon by Chairman H. War- 
ner Hill, of the railroad commission, 
in explanation of the action of the 
commission in calling ‘off the hearing 
on the complaint referred to. 

Chairman Hill stated that although 
it was found that the complaint 
against the railro@#d in that instance 
Was well founded, and that while it did 
appear from the investigation of the 
inspector that the spokes were cracked 
in the wheel, there was nofurther cause 


for investigation on that particular 
subject when it was known that the 
wheel complained of had been replaced 
by a perfectly sound one. 

“The commission ts conducting a 
rigid investigation of the physical con- 
dition of the rolling stock and other 
properties used by all the railroads in 
this state,” continued Chairman Hill. 
“We are constantly having these in- 
“pections made, but since the report 
of that defective wheel was received 
we have secured experts to conduct a 
special investigation and in that way 
we will determine the question of 
whether or not there is cause for any 
further investigation by the commis- 
sion. 

“It is the purpose of the commission 
at all times to take gvery possible pre- 
caution to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of persons who travel on railroads 
and any complaint of inadequate ser- 
vice is given thorough investigation.”

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BARBARITY STILL MARCHES ON! 


In Stillmore, Ga., two days ago the mayor of the town was 
called to his front door, shot and seriously wounded by a prominent 
young physician. 

It-had been reported to the physician, by a third party, that 
the mayor had made disparaging remarks concerning him. 

Forthwith, the physician took the law into his own hands, 
summoned the mayor to his door and the shooting followed. 

If this event trails the course of numerous others in Georgia 
history, the offender will either be acquitted or get off with a 
nominal sentence. ) 

The Constitution cites this instance, not in invidious reflection 
upon the specific dramatis personae, but merely as an illustration 
of the growing tendency toward lawlessness manifested not only in 
all parts of the south, but throughout the country. 

If anything, the prominence of the parties concerned makes it 
the more deplorable. Citizens so high in the scale of intelligence 
as those here involved set an execrable example to the less educated 
and more inpulsive. 

And, as a matter of accuracy, the Stillmore episode was only 
one of others of similar or scarcely less aggravated nature reported 
in just one issue of The Constitution, all paying tribute to the handy 
pistol. 

This sort of inexcusable business hideously parodies the claims 
to civilization, morality and Christianity. 

Approximate crimes in other American states lift high the 


crimson flag of murder and violence above this nation in appalling 


contrast to the remainder of civilization. . 

With all the roughness of its frontier and settlement conditions, 
no such outrages multiply in the Dominion of Canada. 

In reality, the boundary between the two nations seems to be 
the line of demarcation between law and order and their antith- 


eses, as expressed in homicide, promiscuous bloodshed, arson and | 


other crimes typical more of the chaos of barbarism than the rule 
of Christianity. 

In other directions our civilization goes forward. 
commerce, industry, agriculture, statecraft, science and art conspire 
to set further forward the frontiers of the race’s vanguard. 

But laxity of law, inscrutable toleration of the concealed- 
weapon habit, maudlin regard for criminals, has placed our people 
in the attitude, tragically anomalous, of permitting the specters of 
murder and violence to march side by side with those influences 
assumed immemorially to quench such evil fires. 

Such continuous and paradoxical indictment of the state and 
the nation can exist only by the implied consent of its people. 
Once public sentiment makes its disapproval sternly manifest, the 
perpetrator or gunplay artist will cease to insolently overshadow 
our civilization.

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THE PERMANENCY OF HIGH-PRICED COTTON! 


A lesson th common sense, self-interest and patriotism to the 
cotton mill operators, as well as a ringing inspiration to the farmers, 
comprised the keynotes to the recent opening address of President 
Lewis A. Parker, before the fourteenth annual convention of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ Association at Charlotte, N. C. 

The Associated Press quotes Mr. Parker, himself a large mili- 


‘owner, as declaring that mill men perpetrate self-injury in trying 


to hypnotize themselves into the belief that a high price for cotton 


is temporary, as follows: 


In his address President Parker declared that if southern mill men 
had devoted ag much time to efforts to educate the world that the 
high price of cotton wag the result of conditions instead of attempt- 
ing to make themse’ves and the consumers believe that the high-:price 
was only temporary, the conditions obtaining today would not be, 
and the consumers of cloth would be reconciled to the tncreased cost 
of goods. He was cheered to the echo when he said, with feeling, 
that 15-cent cotton is the result of the laws of supply and demand, 
and that the manufacturers will have to recognize this fact if they 
expect their business to improve. 


These views identically confirm the reiterated contentions of 
this paper last winter—that sooner or later the cloth market would 


be compelled to adjust itself to the high levels, for the reason that 
the latter were justified by the laws of supply and demand. 

We laid down this doctrine at a time when the mills were cur- 
tailing production because of a sluggish market, and also when 
later systematic attempts were put forth to bear the price of the 
staple. 

Every successive development establishes that the world de- 
mands and will consume at a fair price, every pound of cotton within 
normal bounds, that will be raised this season in the southern states. 

That bedrock fact does not justify wild overplanting or neglect 
of diversification. 

It does justify such organized efforts on the part of the farmers 
to combat attacks upon the market as will assure that the pro- 
ducers receive for their staple the price it is worth to civilization.

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GROWING A STRONGER RACE. 


Regarding conservation as the dominant keynote in America to- 
day, it is encouraging to observe a refutation of the pessimistic belief 
that the race is growing frailer and less resistant to disease. 

Proof in this direction is offered by the Portland (Ore.) Press,

The young men of 1910 are apparently better developed physically 
than were the youngsters of 1864. That fact is brought out by a table 
comparing the Yale seniors of 18190 with Yale and Harvard seniors who 
were examined in 1864. The averages show that the young college man 
of today is just a little bit taller, is considerably heavier and has better 
muscular development than did the college man of the civil war period. 
The change is naturally attributed to the present love of outdoor sports 
and exercise. 

The Press proceeds to the effect that it is fair to assume that 
in lay, as well as in college, circles these distinct advances would, 
upon examination, manifest themselves. 

There is little question regarding the accuracy of this conclu- 
sion. 

With emphasis laid on the last two decades, the distinguishing 
trend among American young men has been that of athletics and

Ionia, Mich. May 20.—The balloon 
Centennial, piloted by Captain H. E.

town of Shiloh, 10 miles north of Ionia.

‘Soldiers of the Cross’? March 
Through Streets of Washing- 
ton Singing “Onward, Chris- 
Se ee From 

ield. 


Washington, May 20.—An army of 
more than 10,000 members of men’s 
Bible classes from all parts of the 
world marched down Pennsylvania 
avenue late today and arouud the capi- 
tol of the United States on their way 
to a monster mass meeting in Conven- 
tion hall. This was the feature of to- 
day’s session of the World’s Sunday 
Schoo] Association, now in convention 
here. The broad steps on the east side 
of the capitol were filled with thou- 
sands of women delegates to the con- 
vention and other Sunday school work- 
ers. 

Several heavy downpours of rain de- 
layed the parade for almost an hour. 
Soldiers ef Cross in Line. 

Pennsylvania avenue has seen hun- 
dreds of thousands of soldiers march- 
ing along its broad way, but never a 
more enthusiastic army than the “Sol- 
diers of the Cross." To the tune of 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers” and other 
hymns they marched, bearing banners 
inscribed with numerous Christian mot- 
toes. At the capitol, which they were 
nearly an hour passing, they were 
greeted by the waving of thousands of 
fluttering handkerchiefs and the mu- 
sic of a girls’ choir. 

Practically every country in _ the 
worid and every state of the unlon 
were represented in the parade and the 
American, British, German and other 
flags of the nations floated on the 
breeze by the side of various Christian 
banners. 


Hall Not Large Exeugh. 

As Convention hall was not large 
enough to accommodate the crowd which 
tried to get within its doors, another 
meeting for men was h@d in Mount 
Vernon Methodist Episcopal church. 
Simultaneously two meetings for wom- 
en were in progress, at one of which 
Mrs. Sherman, wife of the vice presi- 
dent of the United States, presided, 
while at the other the chair was occu- 
pied by Mrs. Mary Foster Brynerc. 

Rev. F. B. Meyer, president of the 
association, led the big men’s meet- 
ing. 

At one of the day sessions Rev. John 
Hillman, of London, outlined the Sun- 
day school work of England and Rev. 
Daniel Hayes, also of London, describ- 
ed the conditions in the slums of the 
British capital, and on the banner of 
the Congo in Central Africa. The lat- 
ter, formerly a missionary in Africa, 
expressed his appreciation of the inter- 
est of the American nation in the 
people of the upper Congo, whom he 
declared to be victims of oppression 
and atrocities. : 

Work Is Japan. 

N. Tamura, of Japan, depicted 
“victories of the Gospel in Ja- 
and emphatically declared his 
country surely would be a Christian 
ration in due time. Buddhism and 
Confucianism were dead, he said. 

At one of the other day meetings, 
T. H. Yun, a native Korean, declared, 
with other speakers from the Orient, 
that the opportunity now existing for 
the evangelization of the millions 
there, passed over at this time would 
be a great loss. 

The Orient, it was declared, was 
being flooded with atheistic literature, 
which constitutes a great danger to 
the Christian propaganda. 

In Siam the progress was reported as 
very slow. 

Rev. Erwin H. Richards, in charge 
of the work in East Africa, declared 
that dollars withheld in the United 
States for missionary work in the dark 
continent meant millions lost in com- 
mercial advantages, which could only

CHOOSES LIMANTOUR 


Gerbracht Hurls Epithet 
at Witness. 


Government Introduces’ Evi- 
dence Tending to Show That 
Heike Was Cognizant of 
Wholesale Frauds -— Falken- 
stein on the Stand. 


Mexico City, May 20.—That Pres!- 
dent Diaz desires to be succeeded 
when he shall retire from his high 
office by Finance Minister Jose Yves 
Limantour, but that Limantour de- 
clined to be a candidate, is stated on 
authority of General Diaz in the 
course of a biography of Minister Li- 
mantour, which has just appeared 
from the pen of Carlos: Diaz Dufoo, 
of this city. 

The author alludes to an article 
which appeared in a local newspaper 
last August and which affirmed that 
General Dias had been anxious on 
more than one occasion to retire from 
the presidency, and that the public 
official whom he favored for that of- 
fice had been Minister Limantour. 
Dufoo interviewed the president on 


in his book: 
Limantour Constantly Declined. 


“Genera] Diaz had the Kindness to 
receive me and at the first exchanges 
he anticipated my thought, saying, 
‘Yes, it is true Senor Limantour was 
my candidate for the presidency. For 
a long time I endeavored to get him 
to take any view of the matter but 
he, owing to personal reasons, cOon- 
stant!y declined. I have letters of his 
written from Paris in which he defi- 
niteély refused to entertain the idea.’ ” 

General Diaz is quoted further as 
saying that he favored Limantour be- 
cause he had discovered in him quali- 
ties which rendered him fit to occupy 
the presidential chair, and that at an 
Clection his ‘(the  president’s) vote 
would always be cast in his favor.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. | 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New’ York, May 20.—R. G. Dun @& 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that the trade movement, 
taking the country as a whole, con- 
tinues large. That there is in all the 
markets, and particularly is this the 
case in the security market, much 
disappointment that the extravagant 
expectations at the beginning of the 
year and not being fulfilled is beyond 
question, and this feeling results in a 
very conservative attitude on the part 
of both traders and consumers. There 
is a feeling among some that condi- 
tions inseparable from a period of 
world-wide political and economic 
transition may be forctng some impor- 
tant readjustments and the disposition 
is to wait for developments. 

Sentiment In fron and steel is more 
optimistic, as a result of a broader 
demand for finished products, ac- 
companied by increased interest in pig 
iron. While tmprovement in the lat- 
ter division is by no means marked, 
consumers show greater willingness to 
cover their requirements, inquiry be- 
ing stimulated by the low prices quo‘t- 
ed and most producers refuse to make 
further concessions. New business 
has come forward most freely in the 
east. Conditions appear more favor- 
able in finished steel lines now that 
the railroads and agricultural interests 
have resumed active buying of needed 
equipment. Good orders for rolling 
stock have beén received, and while de- 
mand for rails is chiefly for small 
lots, the aggregate tonnage taken is 
of quite large volume. 

The small measure of improvement 
in the demand for cotton goods and 
yarns is maintained and some smail 
advances are being paid, but prices 
are stil] so unsatisfactory that curtall- 
ment of production is increasing in 
cloth and yarn. Export business to 
the Far East is dull, but the move- 
ment to Australia and Manila, of late, 
has been fair. Light weight men’s 
is being offered at low’ figures 
from first hand to reduce stocks. On 
the whole, the tone of the textile mar- 
kets is better than a week ago. 

Trade in footwear continues very 
quiet and the lack of fresh business is 


more marked. It is not a question of 
price so much as a genera! feeling of 
conservatism, pending more definite 
views regarding the future. There is 
some trading in leading and occasion- 
al large sales are affected. The best 
feature of the market is the export 


demand..

The spot and call busi- 
ness there during the week has ranged 
from 10,000 to 14,000 bales a “yr, ts 
stock of American cotton is 660,000 
bales, which is only about eight weeks’ 
supply. This would supply only to 
the middie of July, whereas no 
large quantities of American cotton 
are avaiiabie, it is argued, before 
Uctober.

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HELD SHORT SESSION 
OF STOCK EXCHANGE 


Out of maapest to Memory of 
Kin ward --- Market 
Vary Dull One. 


New York. May 20.—Ags a tribute of 
respect to the memory of the king of 
England, and during the funeral ser- 
vices of that monarch, the stock ex- 
change did not begin its session today 
until noon. The character of the mar- 
ket was little changed by that or by 
any other matter. The week's lapse 
into stagnant conditions and the add- 
ed consideration of the two hours’ to- 
tal session today probably. induced 
some departurew from the city until 
Monday next. The extreme dullness 
of the market was accompanied by the 
strong undertone which was manifest 
yesterday. An influence on this side 
was a promise of a strong bank return 
for the week to be made tomorrow. The 
estimates of the week's currency move- 
ment indicate that large shipments 
having been coming into New York 
from other points, and the subtreas- 
ury also, by reason of the monthly 
pension payments, has made large con- 
tributions of cash to the bankg. The 
gain in that item promises, in conse- 
quence, to reach as much as $12,000,- 
600. The easier tendency for money 
rates, both for call and ‘time loans, 
is explained bv this development. 

Another influence is the almost to- 
tal lack of demand for stock market 
purposes. Owing to the accumulation 
of cash. the banks manifest but little 


per, the rates on prime grades of 
which range from 4% to 5%. These 
rates are considerably out of line with 
the low rates prevailing for time 
loans. The low money rates also have 
failed to stimulate any demand for 
bonds, the rate of return on which, 
for choice grades, now reaches well 
above the return on moner. 

With the London stock market 
closed and with business there prac- 
tically suspended by reason of the fu- 
neral of King Edward, there was suf- 
ficient demand here for remittance to 
send the foreign exchange rate upward 
again and to awaken discussion of a 
possible resumption of gold exports. 
An incident of the day was the revival 
of rurrors that United States Steel 
would be lifted on the Paris bourse. 
The expected increase in the dividend 
rate on Chesapeake and Ohio was 
greeted by a fractional decline in the 
price of that stock. The speculative 
appearance in Reading and in Cana- 
dian Pacific were continued fn a desul- 
tory fashion. Neither these nor any 
other operations were sufficient to 
give animation to the market. 

The day's advices regarding crop 
prospects were considered favorable, 
but not decisively enough 50 as to 
make an effective influence in the stock 
market. As ti.e principal need of the 
crops at this time is warm, seasonable 
weather and as the advance of the sea- 
son increases, the natural probabili- 
ties of meeting this requirement, the 
hopeful feeling regarding the crop 
outlook follows logically. The tone 
of the closing was strong, with con- 
siderable shew of activity.
